The  property  listed  in  this  catalogue  will  be  offered  and  sold  subject  to  the  following  terms 
and  conditions: 

1.  The  word  "Company",  wherever  used  in  these  Conditions  of  Sale,  means  the  American 
Art  Association-Anderson  Galleries,  Inc. 

2.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly  the  prop- 
erty to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description,  genuineness,  authentic- 
ity or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to  be  for  a 
single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  under  a  numbered  item  in  the 
catalogue.  If,  however,  the  articles  under  any  one  numbered  item  are  designated  as  a  "Lot" 
then  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  irrespective  of  the  number  of  articles  described  in  such  item. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event  of  any 
dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine  who  is  the  suc- 
cessful bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may  reoffer  and  resell  the 
article  in  dispute. 

5.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is 
merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance  over  the  previous  bid,  may  be  rejected  by  the  auc- 
tioneer, in  his  discretion,  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  in- 
juriously.

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FOREWORD 


TI  IF  1  after  half  of  the  seventeenth  centurv  saw  trance  estahhshed 
as  the  cultural  centre  of  Europe,  a  position  previously  held  by  Italy. 
History  credits  the  French  monarch  of  that  period,  Louis  XIV, 
as  the  chief  instigator  and  sponsor  of  France's  rise  to  pre-eminence  in  the 
field  of  the  arts.  His  magnificent  palace  of  Versailles  set  a  new  standard  in 
Europe  for  royal  residences.  The  building  of  Versailles  coincided  with  the 
beginnings  of  a  new  chapter  in  the  history  of  the  decorative  arts.  Here  we 
may  mark  a  departure  from  the  pseudo-feudal  atmosphere  that  had  charac- 
terized the  interiors  of  the  great  royal  and  princely  houses  up  to  this  time. 
In  the  new  order  we  note  a  decided  emphasis  on  color  and  symmetry,  which 
in  itself  was  one  of  the  many  manifestations  of  the  rational  hedonism  of 
eighteenth  century  France.  The  rise  in  the  commercial  prosperity  of  the 
nation  resulted  in  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  well-to-do  bourgeoisie, 
from  whom  arose  a  demand  for  furniture  in  the  fashion  set  by  the  Court. 
Foreign  craftsmen  were  attracted  to  a  field  that  promised  such  rich  rewards 
to  the  extent  that  laws  were  instituted  governing  the  conditions  of  the 
ebeniste  guild.  These  stipulated  that  each  applicant  for  admission  to  mem- 
bership should  undergo  a  long  period  of  apprenticeship  and  attain  a  certain 
standard  of  workmanship.  Salverte  tells  us  that  the  craft  had  the  protection 
of  the  Church  and  University,  besides  the  patronage  of  the  Court,  and  that 
the  foregoing  protected  free  work  (duty  free)  in  certain  sections  of  the  city. 
One  of  these  "privileged  places"  was  the  Faubourg  Saint-Antoine,  which 
since  the  sixteenth  century  had  sheltered  a  colony  of  artisans  of  all  trades. 
We  learn  further  from  Salverte  that  in  1723  there  were  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-five  maitres-menuisiers  (master  joiners)  in  Paris,  and  in  1790  there 
were  the  same  number,  among  which  were  about  two  hundred  ebenistes  and 
one  hundred  chairmakers.  Thus  we  have  the  spectacle  of  a  highly  skilled 
craft  dictating  European  fashions  and  enjoying  the  benefits  of  a  wise  civic 
control. 

Versailles  continued  during  the  subsequent  reigns  to  be  the  principal 
residence  of  the  Court,  and  in  the  environs  there  came  into  existence  a 
number  of  chateaux  built  by  members  of  the  Court,  who,  although  having 
their  apartments  in  the  Palace,  desired  their  personal  Maisons  des  Champs 
or  Maisons  des  Plaisances.  The  Chateau  de  Saint  Vigor  at  Viroflay,  in  the 
shadow  of  Versailles,  was  one  of  these;  it  was  the  residence  of  the  Comte 
de  Saint  Vigor,  foster  brother  of  Louis  XV.  While  certain  details  in  its  con- 
struction support  the  belief  that  it  is  not  the  work  of  Gabriel,  it  is  un- 


doubtedly  by  one  of  his  best  pupils.  The  Chateau  de  Saint  Vigor  when 
acquired  by  Mrs  Talbot  Taylor  had  survived  the  transformations  which 
characterize  so  many  French  country  houses  of  this  period,  a  fact  which 
prompted  Mrs  Taylor  to  restore  to  this  beautiful  house  the  furniture  and 
bibelots  that  would  make  it  live  again.  It  is  these  furnishings,  paintings,  and 
decorative  objects  that  are  now  offered  for  sale. 

The  furniture  comprises  a  brilliant  assortment  of  chairs  and  settees  in 
suites  and  singly,  mostly  in  fine  needlepoint,  commodes,  bureaus,  secretaries 
and  tables,  of  the  Louis  XIV  to  Directoire  periods,  and  includes  a  number 
of  excellent  cabinet  pieces  of  the  latter  period  evidencing  the  pure  classicism 
in  vogue  at  that  time.  Specifically,  we  may  note  a  beautiful  Louis  XV  suite 
of  six  faiiteitils  and  a  canape  [Numbers  226  to  229,  inclusive]  in  needle- 
point and  lampas,  the  frames  by  the  maitres-menuisiers  Pierre  Laroque  and 
Noel  Boudin.  Another  beautiful  suite  comprises  the  four  Louis  XV  fauteuils 
[Numbers  217  and  218]  covered  in  the  extremely  rare  petit  point  de  St  Cyr 
and  worked  with  subjects  from  Cervantes'  Don  Quixote,  one  pair  of  which 
is  attributed  to  Pierre-Martin-Dominique  Boissier,  the  other  pair  by  Pierre 
Malbet  and  Noel-Toussaint  Porrot.  This  fine  furniture  occurs  in  both 
sessions  of  the  sale. 

The  second  session  contains  a  colorful  group  of  decorative  Louis  XV 
and  Louis  XVI  portraits,  mostly  French,  with  a  few  Venetian  subjects. 
By  Jean  Frederic  Schall  there  is  a  dainty  miniature  full-length  figure  of  a 
lady  [Number  172];  by  Jean  Raoux,  the  graceful  Legon  de  Musique 
[Number  181].  A  brilliant  and  fluently  painted  portrait  [Number  182] 
depicts  the  Due  de  Bordeaux,  a  charming  blue-eyed  child,  the  son  of  the 
Duchesse  de  Berri,  whose  portrait  Lawrence  painted  at  the  time  of  his 
visit  to  Paris  for  the  sittings  of  King  Charles  X.  This  M'as  the  grandchild, 
then  a  small  boy  playing  in  Lawrence's  studio,  whom  Charles,  upon  abdica- 
tion, proclaimed  his  successor;  and  who  died  as  the  Comte  de  Chambord, 
the  last  hope  of  the  Legitimists.  The  catalogue  also  includes  over  twenty 
lots  of  French  engravings  and  original  drawings. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  collection  contains  a  small  group  of 
Oriental  rugs  of  exceptional  quality,  including  two  Royal  Persian  animal 
rugs  [Numbers  271  and  272],  of  sixteenth  century  design  and  showing 
superb  knotting.  The  Mortlake  tapestry  [Number  265],  illustrating  the 
meeting  of  Antony  and  Cleopatra,  is  a  fine  example  of  English  tapestry 
weaving.  Finally,  among  the  complementary  small  objects  is  an  extensive 
assortment  of  tole  and  lacquer  articles  of  the  eighteenth  and  early  nineteenth 
centuries,  of  a  quality  and  variety  rarely  encountered.

Two  more  at- 
tempts were  made  to  place  him  on  the  throne,  1873  and  1874,  but  his  persistent 
adherence  to  the  principles  of  Divine  Right  cost  him  the  crown.  He  died  at  Frohs- 
dorf,  August,  1883. 

The  portrait  was  probably  painted  in  the  autumn  of  1825,  when  Lawrence 
was  sent  on  a  commission  from  George  IV  to  paint  the  portrait  of  Charles  X  in 
Paris.  During  the  sittings,  the  children  of  the  Duchesse  de  Berri  were  playing  in 
the  studio.
